W e vender sometimes if the idea of guardian­ 
ship for the poor foreigner in our midst ever 
occurs to some of our public officials. 
As we 
heard the story of the treatment of our Mexican 
population from the lips of witnesses who have 
suffered ; from the lips of ministers who have 
been working on behalf of these poor people, 
and read affidavits supporting the facts, we 
could hardly believe that we were living in a 
Christian community. 
Rights and privileges which are granted to 
us freely and untrammeled, these poor folks 
must pay for; pay someone to see a relative in 
jail; pav someone other than their attorney and 
the regular legal cost to keep them out of jail 
or get them out of jail; pay to have a friendly 
letter written for them declaring that they were 
honest people; pay for privileges out of meagre 
and hard-earned money that the rest of us re­ 
ceive because society furnishes them to us. 
Yes, we know that he is accustomed, or has 
been until recent years, to ‘'buying" his justice 
in his own country, but we have prided ourselves 
that we are living in a different country, a haven 
of refuge, a great school for civic righteousness. 
These thousands of people have been placed 
here in our midst, possibly by the Creator him­ 
self, for us to fill the office of guardian until 
they have reached the point of education and 
understanding where they can look out for 
themselves. 
W e are trustees of a most sacred 
trust, the fact that it is implied rather than ex­ 
pressed makes it all the more sacred.

«apport ministers for their guidance and com­ 
fort here in the city, and then we permit in 
civic life all of that good work to be totally 
destroyed.

Rear Admiral Hilary P. Jones, U . S. N., re­ 
tired, stands revealed today as one of the finest 
patriots a country could wish.

WAGE-EARNING WIVES 


What do women wage-earners work for? 
It 
is often alleged that women wage-earners work 
rather to purchase “feminine fribberies." 
Mary 
Anderson, of the Women’s Bureau of the United 
States Department of Labor, rather explodes 
this idea and declares that “women work to 
earn money for the bare essentials of life or to 
raise the standards of living for their families 
and give their children a better education and 
a greater opportunity for advancement. 
“ Cold, hard facts based upon scientific in­ 
vestigations by the Department of Labor and 
other organizations prove conclusively that wom­ 
en as a class have entered the field of gainful 
employment to buy food and clothing, to pay 
rent and frequently to support dependents." 
Miss Anderson continues; 
"Those who still cling to this theory will have 
to change the definition of ’pin money* when 
they face actual facts. 
A woman’s so-called 
pin money is often the fam ily coupling pin, the 
only means of holding the family together and 
of making ends meet. 
Very few women, if any, 
work Just for money for trinkets and trifles 
or for a few extra dollars to fritter away on 
amusements and luxuries. » , . 
"Over 8,500.000 
women are working a t paid 
jobs in the United States, according to the 1920 
census. 
Among this num ber are about 2,000,- 
OOO married women, although tho 1930 census 
will doubtless show' an increased number. , . . 
Three-fourths of the m arried women working 
for remuneration are found in the m anufactur­ 
ing and mechanical Industries, domestic and per­ 
sonal service, and agricultural pursuits—types 
of work in which women have alm ost no chance 
for a career and in which hardships are plen­ 
tiful enough to serve aa a barrier to women 
seeking ways of earning money Just for 
the 
frills of life. . . 
. 
One of the greatest differences between the 
old and new order for w age-earning lies in the 
fact that in many cases now m arriage falls to 
bring to women the economic security consid­ 
ered formerly to be one 
of 
lta 
chief 
ad ­ 
vantages. . , . 
Studies In the past few years m ade by the 
national industrial 
conference 
board 
on 
the 
cost of living show that to m aintain a wife and 
two children, that is to give them the bare es­ 
sentials without allowance even 
for 
saving, 
a man must earn *29 to *31 a week, depending 
on whether he lives in a town or a large city. 
H e must make this amount every week w ithout 
any reducUon due to unemployment, part-tim e 
work, or lost time caused by illness, accident. 
or other reasons, but such contingencies, aa we 
know, are almost inescapable in the w age-earn­ 
ing world. 
These studies show th at unskilled 
labor ae a group falls below the earning re­ 
quirements for a decent standard of living for 
a family, without the man’s earnings being sup­ 
plemented by those of some other member of 
the family, so often the wife. . . . 
One of the bulletins of the women’s bureau 
containing data combined from 20 studies of 
the share of women in the family support shows 
th at over *0 per cent of the women included 
in the studies contributed a1! of their earnings 
for their families. 
Another survey of the wom­ 
en’s bureau on the 1920 census data for 81,481 
women in four cities in regard to the number 
of bread-winners in the family reveals that 27 
per cent of these women stated that there were 
no bread-winners in their families and 21 per 
cent of the women were sole bread-winners."

pends on four Important consider­ 
ations.

Full 
compression. 
2. 
Perfect valve action. 
3. 
Proper ignition.

Proper carburetion mixture. 
Any or all of these factors may 
cause 
an 
engine 
to 
lose 
power 
end therefore result in great loss 
of 
econom y 
in 
motoring. 
Each 
requires constant care and atten­ 
tion In order to keep the engine 
in perfect operation.

To 
m aintain 
full 
compression, 
com plete lubrication must be main­ 
tained to prevent scoring of the 
cylinders, 
The valves must seat 
squarely into their positions and 
the valve springs must work ef­ 
ficiently to avoid letting some of 
the explosive charge In the cylin­ 
ders escape before tho valves shut 
tig h t 
Loss of com pression results In a 
weak explosion In the cylinder and 
the suction of a sm aller chargo 
of 
fuel 
Into 
the 
chamber. 
Be­ 
sides, a part of even this reduced 
charge m ay escape before firing, 
and 
the 
part 
that docs 
explode 
may not have Its full effect on 
the piston lf som e of this force

A worn, scored or cracked cylin­ 
der Is one m eans by which such 
explosive gasee can escape before 
it can exert Its force on the pis­ 
ton.

exact tim ing of the ignition is as 
im portant as the proper tim ing o f 
the valves.

Apples continued aa aaa et Cali­ 
fornia’s favorite fruits, with 18,- 
105.000 boxes produced. 
Little in­ 
crease in bearing acreage is ex­ 
pected, as tow plantings have been 
reported to the department. 
The peach crop showed a total 
of 618,000 tons after the final check. 
Of the 414,000 tons of clingstones, 
822.000 went to the canneries. The

Science Research Council. 
She has gone up into the moun­ 
tains of Sicily, to a remote and inaccessible village where 
railw ay trains and automobiles are known only by hearsay, 
and where one gets about either on muicback or on foot. 
B ut even before she crossed die A tlantic, Miss Gower 
had been in Sicily. 
O ut in Chicago’s crowded South Side, 
in the heart of Little Italy, lives a close-knit group of the 
townsmen of this place, held together by ties of blood, lan­ 
guage, home memories— foreigners even among foreigners. 
Miss G ow er took up quarters among these people, made 
friends with them, gossipped with the women, played with 
the bambini, learned their particular dialect of Sicilian— 
which is about as much like the King s and ll D uce’s Italian 
as Swedish is like English. 
T hus equipped, the young American woman has gone to 
Sicily, up into the high-perched nest whence this brood “ took 
off" for its flight to Am erica. 
She takes with her the lan­ 
guage, that first key to a stranger’s confidence. 
She takes 
some knowledge of their ways. a wide acquaintance of rela­ 
tives in the magic N ew W orld, greetings from the migrants 
to the "old folks in the old country.” 
W ith tile entree which all these will give her, she will 
make die acquaintance of the villagers, live with diem. learn 
dieir folkways, their codes of behavior, dieir superstitions, 
which are centuries older than their religion. 
O n a previous 
trip to this same village she lodged with the local midwife. 
who of course was a veritable mine of peasant lore. 
U pon her return to this country. Miss G ow er will return 
to the South Side colony. 
There site will re-study the ways 
of her transplanted Sicilian friends, seeing which of their cus­ 
toms have survived the transplanting into American soil, and 
what the new environment has done by way of modifying 
them. 
Later she plans to visit one of their agricultural set­ 
tlements in the South, and then see another group which has 
taken up mining in Am erica. 


Ttk T O T dissimilar is the task which Miss Dena Shapiro has 
set for herself; only instead of studying her immigrants 
here in A m erica she has to go abroad to find than. 
O ne o f the m ost seething of all the post-war melting-pots 
has been Palestine, into which Jew s. from all their hundred 
countries o f exile, have been poured by the Zionist move­ 
ment.

The Omnibus of Crim* by Doro­ 
thy L. Sayers. Payson A Clarke, 
Ltd. 
Dorothy 
L. 
Sayers, 
herself 
a 
well known writer of detective fic­ 
tion, has compiled a real volume 
In "The Omnibus of Crime.” 
It 
■ie for those who enjoy tales of 
detection and mystery, and of hor­ 
ror or the peculiar stories of the 
human and the inhuman, and they 
will find an exhaustive storehouse 
in this group which Miss Sayers 
has gathered together. 
It comprises the stories th at go 
back to th# ancients, delving Into 
th# apocryphal scriptures, and re­ 
citing "The History of Bel” and 
"The History of Susanna.” This is 
from the oriental, the first being 
th e analysis of material evidence, 
and the other that of testimony. 
She takes from the Latin "The 
H istory of Hercules and Cacus” 
and from the Greek "The H istory 
of Rhampslnltus.” 
Unquestionably 
no 
two 
a u th ­ 
ors would agree upon the same 
group of stories. 
In her selection 
of modern detective fiction, 
the 
one “The Ebony 
Box” 
by 
Mrs. 
Henry Wood, many would not re ­ 
print. 
It has some sensations, 
but rather mild ones. and finally 
no trace of criminality whatever.

N O TH E R world series— baseballdom*! blue rib­ 
bon classic— is just around the corner. 


What fitting climaxes to the major league cam­ 
paigns these anual American-National clashes are! 
What thrills and exciting moments pop up during 
these four-to-seven-game struggles for supremacy! 
Ordinary players sometimes leap to hero roles and cele­ 
brated stars almost as often prove decided flops in the great 
October get-togethers. 
These big jamborees count for much 
lo both teams and individuals alike. 
They're soft of a final 
check-up all the way round. 
.While each world series might well be called a history- 
making event, obviously, some stand 
out above the others. To my mind one 
of the greatest was that played in 
1905. 
Oddly enough, the 1905 meeting 
was the first played under the Brush 
rules, which still govern the classic to­ 
day. Pittsburgh and Boston had met 
two years before in an eight-game clash 
but it wasn't an “ official world 
The 1905 struggle brought the New 
York Giants and Philadelphia Ath-

letics together. 
The Giants won, four 
hays to one. Every one of the five 
tilts was won by a shutout, a record 
never since equalled in the classic. 
The late Christy Mathew son uncorked one of the greatest 
bits of hurling a aeries pitcher ever has flashed. Three times 
Matty blanked the Mackmen, allowing but 14 hits in the 
27 innings he worked. 
He hurled two four-hit games and 
He fanned 19 batters during the series. 
«ne sa. 
‘Iron Man” Joe McGinnity blanked the Macks for the 
fourth victory while “ Chief" Bender pitched the only Ath­ 
letic win by white-washing the Giants rn the second game of 
the series. 
Only 18 runs were scored in that series and only 56 hits— 
none for more than two bases— and 40 men fanned. There 
was classy hurling in that 1905 tussle! 
Then there was the 1918 argument between the Boston 
Red Sox and the Chicago Cubs. 
For defensive play this 
•cries without question stands all by itself. 
Six games were needed to decide the issue, the Red Sox 
winning 4 to 2. Four of the games were decided by one-run 
margins and in none of the six did the winning team score 
more than three runs. 
Only 19 runs were made, one more 
than hung up in the 1905 clash which, however, was one 
game less. 
The outstanding feature, though, was the play afield. 
Only six errors were made all told. 
The Cubs made five 
and the Red Sox lone miscue was made by George White­ 
man, left fielder, who, nevertheless, proved the hero of the 
classic by his timely hitting.

He 
looked like à good bet, even more so when the Natl got 
away to a four-run lead in the first inning. 
But the great Walter couldn’t cling to the pace he bad 
set earlier in the series. The Pirates got eight doubles, a 
triple and six singles off him that dismal day, winning 9 
to 7. The famous Big Train was, indeed, a pathetic fig­ 
ure out there on the muddy mound during the last few 
innings that afternoon.

jp E R H A P S the toughest series a club ever lost was that 
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N E of the greatest of world series upsets I recall was 
the victory cf the Chicago White Sox over the Cubs in 
1906. The Cubs were overwhelming favorites.

had just romped through the National League, copping 116 
games, a winning record which still stands in modern major 
league annals. 
I he White Sox, led by the^ crafty Fielder Jones, were 
known as the “ hitless wonders.” But they boasted a great 
pitching staff in Ed Walsh, Nick Altrock, Doc White and 
r rank Owen. 
Moreover, Jones had a strong team afield and
